Silos Are Blown Down and Corn Laid 


Low— Deluge of Rain and Also 


Hail— Telephone

Monday night’s storm was one of 


tile worst In recent years along the 
Lexington branch of the Missouri Pa­ 
cific, and from Hughesville to Hig­ 
ginsville wind and lightning did great 
damage. 
At Hughesville numerous outbuild­ 
ings, fences, silos and other property 
was wrecked. A large barn owned bj 
diaries Riskier was struck by light­ 
ning and burned. 
Five dwellings are 
also reported as having been bit by 
lightning, and flues, roofs aa l other 
parts of them damaged. 
Houstonia was in the path of the 
storm that blew down silos, uprooted 
vees. doing great damage to orch­ 
ards, and cutting 
short 
in 
many 
places a promising apple crop. Three 
dwellings are said to have been hit 
by lightning. 
All Hic way from Higginsville to 
several miles northwest of Sedalia 
coin was laid almost Uvel with the 
ground, and water stood about the 
railway tracks most everywhere, in 
some places it being over the tracks. 
Telephone service was put out of 
commission, and only meagre reports 
are obtainable from people coming to 
.Sedalia during the day. 
Rain fell in torrents and in many 
places hail also fell. doing no little 
damage. 
Small streams were swollen 
and running bank full, and leports 
are to the effect that the rain was 
neral throughout the entire state. 
I i Sedalia it started raining about 
MIO j). in., and continued throughout 
the entire night and a portion of the 
early forenoon. More than four inches 
if water fell in Sedalia, while the 
downpour at Hughesville and Hous­ 
tonia was heavier. 
Tile heavy downpour of rain Mon­ 
day night left the dirt roads of the 
city and county iii a horrible condi­ 
tion in many places from washouts, 
but it proved beneficial to the paved 
streets, cleaning them thoroughly of 
a1! filth and dirt accumulation.

the creek ran out of its hanks and 


flooded 
the 
surrounding 
territory 
along Southwest boulevard and Kan­ 
sas avenue in Rosedale. 
Chicken coops, big logs and pieces 
of household furnishings floating in 
tile current pointed to the probabil­ 
ity of more damage which had not 
been reported. 
William Bade, 82 years old, 24 Clin­ 
ton street, awoke when water reach­ 
ed the window' sill. 
He stepped out 
of his door just in time, for a mo­ 
ment later the bed was picked up 
and hurled against a side of the room, 
shattering glass and plastering. 
At 2:15 o’clock Huck Lckelson, a 
deputy constable of Rosedale, awoke 
and noticed the rise of the stream. 
Rushing from his home, he saw a 
family across the street running out 
screaming. 
Then he noticed Agnes Bunn, 9-year- 
old daughter of J. W. Bunn, strug­ 
gling in the water just behind her 
home. 
In the lightning flashes he 
could see she was almost exhausted. 
He plunged into the torrent, rescuing 
the child. 
Then Lckelson started on his mis­ 
sion of warning. 
To every house in 
the neighborhood he ran, knocking 
loudly on the doors and shouting to 
the sleepers within to dress and run 
for their lives. 
Tile two men killed by a trolley 
wire were: William Canning, lfr years 
old, a nephew' of Constable W. W. 
Bolton, of Sedalia, and Charles Lewis 
25. 
Canning was standing in water 
waist deep dislodging driftwood. 
A 
rolley wire fell, striking 
him 
and 
causing death. 
Lewis jumped into 
the water in an attempt to save Can­ 
ning and also was killed by the elec­ 
tric' current. 
The fences around 
the

league park were swept away and 
they lost all their equipment. 
Several bridges were on the verge 
of leaving their abutments. 
Many 
women and children wrere huddled to­ 
gether in little groups, while Hie men 
tried to rescue their furniture and 
household goods. 
A telephone message from Olathe, 
Kas., fifteen miles southwest of Kan­ 
sas City, said many were in treetops 
there. 
A cloudburst, early Monday 
morning made many flee or safety. 
A launch was rushed there from 
Kansas City to rescue the marooned 
people.

and 
Monday. 
Basements were flooded and much

Lightning did 
much damage.
